Crowds Gather A l o n g 
Route as Special Train 
Leaves Southern State 


Hoover Train Enroute to W ash­ 
ington, Feb. 18—(ZP)—The familiar 
lick of wheels against rails sound 
*d in the ears of President-elect 
Hoover once more today as his ape 
etal train bore him from his vaoa 
lion home at Miami Beach back t< 
the national capital for his inaugu 
ration two weeks hence. 
Although it has been repeatedly 
announced before Mr. Hoover loft 
Miami at 10:30 a. rn , that his train 
would make none other than operat­ 
ing stops enroute to Washington, 
crowds were gathered

coast of Florida in the hope of at 
loaet catching a glimpse of the 
next chief executive.

The doors of this chamber 
are always locked, and only mu­ 
seum officials have ever been in­ 
side, 
In the British Museum there 
are more than 54 miles of book­ 
shelves 
and 
s o m e 
4,000.000 
books, some 
which 
have 
been 
there more than 160 years. 
All 
are doomed to remain in the mu­ 
seum forever. 
A copy 
of 
all 
books, 
periodicals 
and 
papers 
with a London imprint must by 
right of law be gives to th a « iu - 
se urn authorities. 
During 1127 
there were 286.861 
newspapers 
and 33,703 books and pamphlets 
amassed in this manner. 
For those who know its secrets 
the museum is one of the most 
romantic places in London. 
Not 
every book cover seen by the vis­ 
itor in a tour of 
the 
miles 
of 
bookshelves is really the back of 
a book. 
Secret doors are numer­ 
ous. and the pressure of a con­ 
cealed knob often causes shelves 
of apparently ponderous tomes to 
swing back and reveal the book 
lined study of a museum official. 
There 
are 
reading 
rooms 
in 
which the visitor may peruse cer­ 
tain volumes under the eye of a 
v ig ila n t attendant. 
There are 
rooms in which the valuable first 
editions are kept.

29 Sleighs Hauled

W hat is believed 
to be a new 
record for the largest train of tim ­ 
ber-laden sleighs 
hauled 
by 
a 
single tractor 
was set 
by 
the 
Bonlfas Lumber company at 
its 
camp near 
McMillan 
on

W ith one 10-ton Caterpillar trac­ 
tor, 39 sleighs, five 
loaded

50,000 feet of white pine. IO load­

Babson Park, 
Florida, 
Febru­ 
ary 18—In 
his 
statem ent today, 
Roger W. Babson points out 
the 
influence of the w eather on busi­ 
ness and how w eather reports can 
be used to increase sales and to 
decrease selling costs. 
‘‘A wealth of w eather 
records 
have been gathered by the United 
States W eather Bureau that may 
be invaluable to business manage­ 
ment, but many executives do not 
even know they exist. The practi­ 
cal application of weather 
statis­ 
tics is as undeveloped as the appli­ 
cation of business statistics was 
twenty-five 
years ago. W eather is 
almost the determ ining factor in 
the sale of many lines of goods. 
To the retailer who is confined to 
one location the 
problem 
is 
to 
pueh seasonable goods when 
the 
weather is favorable. To illustrate: 
One blanket 
m anufacturer 
has 
found that 
the best localities 
in 
which to get replenishing 
orders 
for blankets are where there 
has 
just been a week or more of un-1 
seasonably cold weather. This may ] 
be in 
Minneapolis 
or 
Tampa. 
People buy according to 
relative, 
rather than actual temperatures. 
"Seldom Is there a time when 
ALL the country is unusually cold 
or warm, wet or dry. 
In fact, 
a 
cold winter in the Gulf States us­ 
ually meane a mild winter in nor­ 
thern 
parts of 
the country. 
In 
rainfall, the country sometimes is 
divided 
down the 
middle; 
the 
western half may have a dry sea­ 
son and the eastern half 
a 
wet 
season. Certain isolated 
localities 
also are found where the weather 
is different than that in surround­ 
ing 
territory. There 
is 
always 
some section in which 
to 
sell 
raincoats 
or 
blankets, 
electric 
fans or fur coats. 
The 
weather 
records can show the sales m ana­ 
gers where these places are. 


Practical Uses 
"About a year ago 
a group 
of 
retailers in Boston got the idea of 
timing their advertising and spe­ 
cial sales so that the ads’ would 
appear on days when the w eath­ 
er was suitable. In an effort 
to 
secure detailed w eather forecasts 
a week in advance they secured 
the sendees of a skillful but 
in­ 
dependent meterologist from whom 
they receive private reports. How­ 
ever, even with the regular public 
forecasts of the day ahead which 
the Government furnishes 
it 
is 
possible often times 
to 
regu’ate 
advertising in accordance with the 
weather 
probabilities. 
Although 
these weather forecasts, daily 
or 
weekly, are not IOO per cent cor­ 
rect, they 
are decidedly 
better 
than chance and are found 
to be 
of practical help. 
"I also have been much interest­ 
ed in the study of weather 
fore­ 
casting which is based upon solar 
observations. Anyone 
who 
care­ 
fully examines the work done 
in 
this field by Mr. 
Henry 
Helm 
Clayton must be convinced that 
the basic reason why some 
sea­ 
sons are hotter or colder than nor­ 
mal is in the changes in 
condi­ 
tions on the surface 
of the 
sun 
itself. The Smithsonian Institute 
for a long time has been measur­ 
ing these solar changes, and Mr. 
Clayton 
has 
been f correlating 
them to the wave movements 
in 
weather. 
Effect of This Winter's 
Weather 
"An interesting phenomenon in 
weather has taken place this win­ 
ter which hee had. and will have 
important effects upon many sea­ 
sonal lines of business. 
A 
slow 
moving fundamental wave of cold­ 
er than normal weather started in 
the northwestern part of the coun­ 
try in the early part of December 
and has gradually worked 
east­ 
ward. 
This wave is of fundamen­ 
tal type and shou’d not 
be con­ 
fused with the shorter and more 
rapid w'aves that follow each oth­ 
er at intervals 
of a few 
days. 
Up to the find part of December 
Tactically all the northern 
half 


ly had a difficult season for fall 
and w inter goods, such 
as 
furs, 
w in ter% clothing, 
winter 
sports 
goods, fuel, and other things that 
sell best in cold weather. 
On the 
other hand, sales of soft 
drinks, 
ice cream, milk, etc., were larger 
than they usually are at that rea­ 
son. 
“During December, however, In 
the extreme west and 
northwes­ 
tern area, colder than normal wea­ 
ther appeared. It spread over the 
states 
of W ashington, 
Oregon, 
California, Wyoming, Idaho, Neva­ 
da, Utah, Arizona, 
New 
Mexico, 
Colorado, and Southwestern Mon­ 
tana. This was a long swing wave 
covering a large area which 
un 
doubtedly had its origin 
in heat 
changes given out by the sun. All 
the rest of the country remained 
warmer than in a normal Decern 
ber, including even the most north­ 
ern states of the country, such aa 
Minnesota, Wisconsin, 
Michigan, 
and Maine. While 
merchants 
in 
the N orthw est had a good Decem­ 
ber business in winter 
merchan 
| dlse, m erchants in the Middlewest 
and East found the 
weather 
too 
warm for rapid movement of win 
ter good s. 
“Then during the month of Jan­ 
uary the fundam ental cold wave 
reached 
eastward, 
covering 
the 
whole Mississippi 
Valley. 
Lake 
Region, and as far east as Buffa­ 
lo. In December tem peratures had 
averaged 7 degrees above 
normal 
In Minneapolis, 5.6 
degrees 
in 
Milwaukee, 3 degrees in 
Chicago, 
4 degrees in Peoria, 3 degrees 
in 
Omaha, 4 degrees in Kansas City, 
and 8 degrees in St. Louis. Condi­ 
tions in January, 
however, 
were 
entirely reversed 
and 
each 
of 
these cities experienced a month 
of severe winter weather. In some 
of them January was the most se­ 
vere in years. 
"To the concerns selling w inter 
goods in the above sections the 
turn of w eather In January was a 
bit of extrem e good fortune even 
if it was a little late in 
coming. 
Sales of such goods 
immediately 
responded to the seasonal 
wea­ 
ther. The Atlantic 
Coast 
States 
felt some of the colder weather in 
January that covered 
the 
West 
and 
Middlewestern 
States, 
but 
still 
averaged 
slightly 
w'&rmer 
than 
normal 
January 
tem pera­ 
tures. 
Spring Weather and Buslneaa 
"The question 
now arises as to 
whether the advance of the broad 
cold area 
will continue 
to 
the 
Atlantic seaboard, and what is the 
outlook for Spring. 
The 
indica­ 
tions. I am told, are that 
colder 
weather is in prospect for the At­ 
lantic States and that the Spring 
months 
this year 
will 
average 
colder 
than 
normal 
throughout 
most of th e northern half 
of the 
country. 
"I realize that 
in the 
present 
stage 
of the work 
no 
weather 
forecast is 
absolutely sure, 
but 
the indications for the above pre­ 
diction seem sufficiently 
convin­ 
cing so th at they may 
be taken 
seriously. 
It 
is 
signified 
that 
during the past seven months in 
the E astern States the 
forecasts 
made on the same basis have been 
right six months out of the seven. 
Moreover, the 
approach 
of 
the 
fundam ental cold wave which has 
advanced across the country’ 
wan 
foreseen several months ago. 
"If we are to have a cold, late 
Spring over the northern 
half of 
this country it means many things 
to business and especially 
to re­ 
tail trade. 
Easter, 
which 
really 
opens the Spring 
season, 
comes 
early this 
year 
anyway. 
This 
meane th at both merchants 
and 
m anufacturers should plan ener-

Planting: of Good Seed 
Gives Increased Yield, 
Says Kuhn 


The importance of planting cer­ 
tified seed was emphasized by It. 
P. Kuhn, farm crops specialist, in 
addressing farmers a t 
meetings 
held in Garden and Ensign 
yes 
terday. Ile will conduct meetings 
at Stonincton this afternoon 
and 
at the Danforth school this 
eve­ 
ning. 
“A seed produce* a plant that is 
like its parent." Mr 
Kuhn 
ex 
plained. “A seed from a plant that 
is weak strawed will produce 
a 
plant that is weak 
strawed, 
and 
therefore we must look for 
seed 
that has a pedigree as we do 
in 
the selection of animals.” 
Mr. 
Kuhn 
presented 
figures 
showing that the average yield in 
th e upper peninsula over a 
four- 
y ea r period of oats 
grown 
from 
certified seed was 611.2 
bushels, 
com pared with an average 
of 34 
bushels In Delta county where or­ 
dinary seed was used. The barley 
production from certified seed 
av­ 
eraged 51.1 bushels in the peninsu­ 
la during 
a 
three-vear 
period, 
while the average yield in Delta 
coom y was only 40 bushels. 
T h e cost of certified 
oat 
seed 
p e r ac re was $2.50. and it 
retu rn ­ 
ed to the grow* r $34.76 per 
acre 
Mr. Kuhn explained. Cost of 
the 
av erag e oat seed, not certified, is 
$1.50, returns 
per acre being but 
$18 70. This represents an increase 
in profit of 
$16.06 through 
the 
planting of certified seed. 
Certified barley seed costs $3.20 
p e r acre, and the returns p er a c r e 
w as $38.32. while the cost of 
av­ 
erage seed is $1.50, but it produced 
a crop worth $8.32 leas per acre. 
*'lf 
a farm er plants 
IO acres 
each of barley 
and 
oats.” 
Mr. 
K uhn said, ‘‘and if he lias 
not 
been exceeding the average yield 
in his county, he 
would increase 
his returns from these tw o 
crops 
$160 60 for oats and 
$80.20 
for 
barley. This represents an average 
and probably the farm er that is se­ 
curing high yields from ordinary 
seed would also secure an increase 
from the use of ‘pedigreed* seed.”
